Overton is a village of 350 population 


situated in the heart of the Sierran for- 
ests. Every house in the community was 
built and is owned by the Sierra Nevada 
Wood and Lumber Company and every 
man in the town is in the employ of that 
corporation. The wood and lumber in- 
dustry was the cause of the village's com- 
ing into existence and is its sole support , 


The future of Overton is assured. The 


timber owned by the company -will feed 
their ravenous mills for the next sixty 
years. 


The supply of raw material being so 


vast and the outlook for the lumber in' 
dustry so encouraging, all the building 
done and other improvements made by 
the company have been planned and ex- 
ecuted for permanency. 


The saw mill is among the largest and 


is probably the most complete on the 
coast. It is equipped with a gang saw, 
two band saws and circulars big and lit- 
tle, and also a complement of edgers and 
other sawmill accessories. 


The daily cut runs from 110,000 to 


130,00(1 feet. 
Lumbering is 
done 


by means of railway lines extending 
thro ugh the timber. One of these log- 
ging roads is four miles and the other is 
two miles in length and both are being 
extended. These branches, as is also the 
six-mile road connecting Overton with 
Truokee, are built in such a substantial 
manner that quick time can be made over 
them. 
Surveyor Gould is laying out 


the logging lines far ahead of the con- 
struction crews. It may be that the Si- 
erra Nevada W. & L. C». contemplate 
going into the transportation business in 
the near future . 


In addition to the sawmill there is also 


at Overton an establishment for manufac- 
turing doors, windows, blinds, lath, pick 
ete, shingles, ceiling, flooring, rustic, 
siding, moulding etc. All the machinery 
is as nearly perfect as money can buy. 


A box factory is another indnsty em- 


ploying a large force of operatives. 
In 


all the manufacturing establishments 201 
men are employed. 
The logging crew 


swells the total to nearly 300. 


Captain J. B. Overtou is general mana 


ger for the company; W. T. Farrell, mill 
foreman; Mr. White, head of merchantile 
department, and A. French, manager of 
the box factory. 


Overton is in nearly every respect a 


model town. The buildings are of uni- 
form architectural type, the monotony 
being relieved by differences of detail and 
ornamentation. The streets are regular- 
ly laid out and are well made and sewer- 
ed. The water supply is excellent for 
purity and quantity. There is abundant 
pressure for fire purposes.

Into this place they all turn and 


snuggle and cnrl up together like so 
rnary kittens. Sometimes the foliage 
•will grow together and for a Bort of 
natural covering, but there is never any 
attempt at constructing a protection 
from tho rain and storms, and it is a 
marvel how they endure them. 


But, though tbe bnsbmen of Australia 


are the very lowest in the scale of ig- 
norance, they possess a rare instinct, 
that equals that of many animals and 
is in its way as wonderful as man's rea- 
son. 
It is almost impossible for them 


to be lost. Even if they be led away 
from thpir hnrne, blindfolded, for miles, 
when released they will unerringly tarn 
in the right direction and make their 
way to their nest home, and, though 
these are all very similar, they nevoi 
make a mistake.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.
